New York, March 4.—[{Specia!l.}—The prest- 
Gent and entire board of directors of the New 
York Central railroad company are nominal- 
ly“ under arrest for “ culpable negligence ” 
in causing the wreck of Feb. 16, when twenty- 
three lives were lost on the “ death curve ” 
of the Harlem division. This because of the 
verdict of the coroner’s jury at 10:15 o'clock 
tonight. 

They are on parole tonight, but must appear 
and give bonds at 10 o'clock tomorrow morn- 
ing. 

Never, perhaps, tn the history of raftroad- 
ing, were 50 many men of wealth and note 
held responsible by a coroner’s jury for a 
disaster involving the loss of human life.

Verdict as a Surprise. 

The verdict of the coroner's jury came as 
a surprise, although President Newman in 
bis testimony last week frankly admitted that 
he considered the officials in charge of the 
construction and operating department re- 
sponsible for the wreck. 

The verdict contained eleven sections. It 
recited that the derailment was caused by 
a portion of the track, consisting of its east- 
erly rails, being forced out of ite proper posi- 
tion, this condition being due to the “‘ impact 
of the Brewster express.” 

Another section charges that the lateral 
pressure of the train running over the curve 
where the accident occured cut off the heads 
of the spikes holding the easterly rail, thus 
permitting the displacement. 


Features of the Verdict. 

The verdict then continues: 

“We find that the train at the time of the 
accident was running in excess of safe speed; 
that the spikes of the rail which was forced 
out of place was sheared off by lateral pres- 
sure; that ‘the New York Central railroad 
company did not take proper precautions 
for the safety of the passengers on the train, 
and, consequently, was culpably negligent, 
and that the responsibility for the existing 
condition seems to be divided between the 
construction and operating departments. 


Jury Recommends Safety. 

‘‘We recommend that the New York Cen- 
tral and Hudson River railroad company be 
compelled to reinforce the fastenings of outer 
rails on all curves on their lines constructed 
as the one in question has proven to have 
been constructed, by the addition of spikes, 
rail braces, or increased superelevation, as 
from the testimony given we feel unless such 
precautions are taken other accidents may be 
expected. 

“We further recommend that until the 
above strengthening is completed over curves 
not so reinforced, the New York Central and 
other Mnes be required to lower the speed 
over such curves to the so-called equilibrium 
speed, or one that is absolutely safe and will 
protect the lives of passengers and employés, 
and that instructions to this effect be given 
to thoge in charge of traine. 

‘* Owing to the lack of instruments for the 
information of the New York Central to de- 
termine with exactness the speed of electric 
trains, we recommend the company be com- 
pelled to install such instruments or make 
such tests to determine the speed under vary- 
ing conditions 4s will enable motormen to 
know with reasonable exactnese the speed at 
which thelr trains are traveling. This infor- 
mation is to cover speed at the three different 
positions of the controller lever, and should 
be properly tabulated and hung in a con- 
spicuous place in the cab.”’ 


Coroner Wants Names. 

After Harry Vanatta, the foreman, had 
read this verdict, Coroner Schwanneke asked 
if the jury would name any persons as spe- 
cifically responsible for the disaster. The 

answered: 
greg this is the verdict we have decided 
on. We have nothing more to add,”” 
“ Coroner Schwanneke then said:

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MAIL ROBBERS ARB CAUGHT. 


Three Arrested in Rooming House 


After Desperate Fight. 


CLEW FURNISHED BY WOMAN 


Fragments of Letters and Checks 
Prove Guilt of Prisoners. 


The $5,000 mail wagon robbery, that baf- 
fled all efforts of the secret service men since 
Baturday night, was solved apparently last 
evening, when Inspector Wheeler of the Har- 
rison street police station caused the arrest of 
John Smith and R, P. Fitzgefak in a roomat 
271 West Madison street, where Smith had 
been living. Eugene Sullivan, 23 years old, 
Monroe and Halsted stteets, ig also being 
held at the Harrison street station. 

The men were captured after a desperate 
struggie, in which revolvers were drawti. 
Abundant evidence was secured to convict 
them. All, are .said to have police records. 
Sullivan is not thought to have had a part 
in the robbery, but he is known to have at- 
tempted to dispose of several of the stolen 
checks. 

The arrest of the men was caused after a 
woman, whose identity Inspector Wheeler 


refused to divulge, had called at the station 


early in the morning. After a short confer- 


‘| ence with her the inspector sent Detectives 


Norton, Egan, Howe, and McCarthy to the 
house in West Madison street and told them 
to “ bring the robbers in at all hazards.”’ 


Murder Feared by Informant. 

“ My life is not safe, inepector, if my iden- 
tity is known to the companions of the rob- 
bers,’’ said the woman. “ They are danger- 
ous men and you had better send enough 
policemen along to make sure. They would 
think nothing of killing me if it became 
known that I betrayed them.”’ 

The detectives were admitted by Mrs. Mary 
Koons, who conducts the rooming house at 
which Smith lodged. 

** Mr. Smith is out just now," she told the 
detectives, “‘ but you may wait in his room. 
He will likely return in a short time.” 

Letters and torn pieces of checks were 
etrewn over the floor and the detectives hur- 
riedly gathered them up. The stampson the 
envelopes had not been canceled. Several 
half-burned checks were taken from a stove 
and held as evidence, and scores of mutilated 
letters and envelopes were found. 

Shortly after 2 o’clock the waiting detec- 
tives heard the men approach and secreted 
themselves in a closet. No sooner had Smith 
entered than Detective Norton sprang from 
his position and slammed the door as the two 
other robbers crossed the'threshold. 


Police and Robbers Fight. 

“Dp with your hands, all of you!"’ he called 
as he thrust a revolver in Smith's face. 
“ We are policemen and want you.” 

Before he could turn he was seized by Fitz- 
gerald, who hurled him against the wall 
Sullivan, believing Norton was the only de- 
tective in the room, joined in the struggle, 
but an instant later he was thrown to the 
floor by Detective McCarthy. Then began a 
battle that lasted for several minutes, in 
which tables and chairs were overturned, 
Fitzgerald for a short time regaining his free- 
dom. 

Breaking from the grasp of Detective 
Howe, he leaped to the fire escape and was 
about to descend when he was seized by De- 
tective Egan and dragged inside. 

“ The first man that raises any disturbance 
from now on will get a bullet,’ said Egan. 
‘We don’t want any other of your compan- 
fons up -here just now." 

Fearing an attempt might be made to 
rescue the robbers, the detectives waited 
until after dark before taking them to the 
Harrison street station. In the meantime no 
one was permitted to leave the house. 

At 7 o'clock Detective Norton mirried to a 
telephone and called Inspector Wheeler, who 
sent a patrol wagon to the house. Every 
precaution was taken to prevent the escape 
of the men. Despite the “‘ sweatbox ” exam- 
ination to which the robbers were subjected, 
they refused to tell anything concerning the 
robbery of the mail wagon. 


Sufficient Proof to Convict. 

“ We need no confession; said Inspector 
Wheeler. “We have evidence enough to 
send all of them to the. penitentiary for the 
rest of their lives. If these are not the men 
who looted the wagon, they will havé a nierry 
time in explaining how they obtained the 
many letters found tn the room. 

“These men probably can tell something

SHOT DEAD IN TRAIN HOLDUP 


Missouri Pacific Passenger Killed 
Resisting Robbers. 


BULLET WOUNDS ANOTHER. 


Posse After Highwaymen and Lynch- 
ing Is in Prospect. 


Pitteburg, Kase, March 4.-—[{Special.}—A 
negro was killed and a white man wounded 
by two bandits’ who held up the passengers 
om @ Missouri Pacific train tonight while it 
wae running from Pittsburg to Cornell, 
about four miles from here. The robbers se- 
cured only about §100 and some matches. 
They escaped as the train wes pulling into 

Posses sent out from Pittsburg as soon aa 
news was received of the holdup and murder 
were searching Jate tonight, but without 
success, The miners are reported to be or- 
ganizivig to lynch the fobbere if they ‘are 
caught. 

Wear False Mustaches. 

The holdup apparently had been planned 
with great care as to details. Shortly after 
the train left Pittsburg at 7:20 o’clock the 
men, disguised with false goatees and mus- 
taches, entered the smoking car with drawn 
revolvers and ordered the passengers to de- 
liver up their valuables. The robbers made 
no fuss about their demands,.but proceeded 
with extreme quietness. One man preceded 
his companion and covered the passengers. 
The other acted as receiver for the watches 
and money. 

As soon as they had finished with the smok- 
ing car the men proceeded to the next 
coaches. No one offered resistance till they 
entered the women’s car. There Lou Jeff, a 
negro miner, employed by the Central Coal 
and Coke company, realized in a flash what 
was happening. 

As soon as the train auditor, who by that 
time was only a few feet in front of the rob- 
bers, had passed out of range, Jeff drew his 
revolver and fired on the foremost robber. 
The latter replied with two shots. The first 
went wild and wounded in the hand W. L. 
Westlake of Toledo, O., who with his wife and 
two children had been visiting relatives in 
Kansas. 


Second Shot Kills Negro. 


The second shot from the robber’s weapon 
penetrated the negro’'s skull and killed him 
instantly. 

As soon as the robbers saw Jeff fall they 
turned to the auditor, whom they made turn 
over all the cash he had. Then they dashed 
to the platform, swung off the train just as 
it wag entering the yards at Cornell, and dis- 
appeared in the darkness. 

Word was sent immediately to Agent Dona- 
by at Pittsburg. He notified the police and 
secured a switch engine, on which @ posse 
was sent to Cornell. By the time the of- 
ficers arrived there all trace of the robbers 
had been lost. The country surrounding 
Pittsburg is thickly settled and dotted with 
coal holes, affording an excellent hiding 
place for the bandits. They could remain for 
days in an abandoned shaft without much 
danger of capture. Another fact that may 
aid in their escape is the large floating popu- 
lation that always aboundsin a mining coun- 


try.

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DUNNE IS FOUGHT 
BY CAR EMPLOYES. 


Wage Earners, Incensed at 
Campaign. Levy, Throw 
Over M. 0. Theories. 


SAYS MAYOR FORGOT MEN. 
Leaders Say Interests of Traction 
Workers Were Neglected; To 
Aid Busse’s Race. 


Many of the street car employés of the city 
yesterday threw over Mayor Dunne and his 
municipal ownership theories and organized 
themselves into a political club with a view 
to defeating the mayor for reélection. 

The club, which was named the Busse 
Union StreetA Car Men's Republican club, 
starts off with a membership of over 1,200. 
By the end of this week, when the canvass 
of the car barns has been finished, it is ex- 
pected more than 60 per cent of the 8,000 
traction employés in Chicago will be enrolled 
in the anti-Dunne movement. 

The car men are 1. censed over the attempt 
of the mayor's campaign managers to exact 
25 cents from every union car worker in the 
city for campaign purposes. Practically this 
strategy was accomplished at scantily at- 
tended union meetings last Friday night, 
when $1,200 itn cash was voted out of the 
treasury of the north side local, while a com- 
pulsory tax of 25 cents a head was assessed 
at another meeting on the 3,200 south side 
employés. Ostensibly the money was to go 
for the distribution of M. O. literature. 


85 Per Cent Against Dunne. 

A score of leaders in the union who never 
have been able to realize the large benefits 
accruing to the street car employés during 
Mayor. Dunné’s administration held a con- 
ference Saturday night. They decided to 
canvass some of the big car barns and test 
the Dunne sentiment. They were surprised 
at the result. 

Out of six car barns visited nearly 85 per 
cent of the employés were enthusiastically in 
favor of a movement in opposition to the 
mayor and his M. O. eampaign. A call for a 
meeting promptly was fssued and the out- 
come was the Busse car men's club,

Car Men Denounce Mayor. 

President Hayes says an attempt is being 
made by a few of the union officials to swing 
the entire membership into line for the 
mayor, but that the organization of the new 
club “will demonstrate clearly the wishes of 
the majority of the traction employés. 

*“* We are for Mr. Busse,’’ said he ** because 
we know that if elected mayor he will prop- 
erly represent the public in its partnership 
with the traction companies, tn the event 
that the settlement ordinances are approved 
by the people. He also will use his good 
business judgment in arranging the working 
conditions of the men. Mayor Dunne and 
his experts were responsible for and did put 
us out of business so far as getting any con- 
ditions embodied in any ordinance favorable 
to the street car men was concerned. 

“ While we do not receive all that our work 
{is worth, we have increased our wages from 
21 to 25 cents an hour, through our own or- 
ganization, but not through Dunne, his trac- 
tion experts, or his ordinances.”’ 


Call Him “Shiftless of Mind.” 


According to Treasurer Martin, the street 
car mien look upon Mr. Busse as a private 
citizen who is at once a man of action, honest, 
upright, capable, and feir to organized labor. 

“ The sentiment among a great many street 
car men,” said he,“ is that Mayor Dunne has 
made many serious mistakes and is too shift- 
less of mind.to be intrusted again with the 
responsibilities of the mayoralty office. One 
of his particular mistakes, so far as the street 
car men are concerned, was the arranging 
of the now famous Werno letter as the basis 
of settlement of the street car problem. The 
specific point I make is that in the Werno 
letter he failed to make any statement re- 
garding the working conditions of the men 
operating the cars or any reference to better- 
ing their conditions. 

“The mayor did not eveh mention the 
street car employés and their condition from 
the time of his election until now, when he 
seeks reélection. He has not manifested a 
desire to improve either our condition or the 
service. Bunk and Dunne will go well to- 
gether, and we sincerely hope that both will 
cease to exist in the administration of our 
mupicipal affairs after April 2.’’ 


Think Fund Was Wasted. 


In this week's issue of the street car men’s 
journal the financial statement of Secretary 
Taber shows that $525 wae expended for 
“special ” committees last year. The most 
of this money is said to have been used to 
support a “ special” committee which used 
to visit Mayor Dunne on an average of twice 
a week in the interest of the street car em- 
ploy és. 

“Ll fail to see any results from this ex- 
penditure,”’ said one street car man. “‘ Mayor 
Dunne probably was glad to see our commit- 
tee, but I doubt if he took $525 worth of inter- 
est in us.””

Celebrate Anniversary for First Time 
Under Auspices of Sinn Fein — 
National Association,

HIS MANAGERS DEMAND A BIG 
- CAMPAIGN FUND. 


Startle Finance Committee with Their 
Proposition—Suggestion That Each 
Member Collect $2,000 Among Peo- 
ple in His Line of Business Meets 
Little Favor—Mayor Says M. OO. 
Cars Can’t Be Run So Profitable as 
Those Privately Owned. 


Sixty thousand dollars is the sum Mayor 
Edward F.. Dunne expects his, finance com- 
mittee to raise for the conduct of his cam- 
paign. He-figures it will cost this much in 
addition to the money raised by assessments 
in the police and other departments of the 
city hall. 

The committee met at the mayor’s personal 
headquarters in the Sherman house yester- 
day afternoon, and when William O’Connell 
announced the sum demanded the members 
looked at each other in questioning amase- 
ment. we 

It was suggested finally that as there were 
thirty members of the committee, if each 
one would go out and raise $2,000 in the line 
of business in which he was engaged every- 
thing would be al right. But this plan did 
not meet with much favor. It meant prac- 
tically that each member should draw his 
personal check for the amount, and Harry 
Gibbons, the democratic candidate for sheriff, 
who was fought so furiously by Mayor 
Dunne’s friends last fall, made a suggestion, 

“T do not like to ask the boxmakers to 
contribute,” said he, “‘ but I will be a com- 
mittee of one to try to raise $2,600, which is 
above the limit, from the members of the 
Independence league, They. ought to con- 
tribute that much.” 

Blocki Alone in His Line. 

As Fred W. Blocki is in no line of business 
except holding “down the job of city treas- 
urer, the suggestion meant that he must go 
down in his own pocket for the $2,000, and 
he showed no enthusiasm over the proposi- 
tion. , 

Roger Sullivan is in the gas business and 
there is only one gas company in Chicago, 
so the demand was that either he or the gas 
company contribute the sum. 

Congressman Sabath is in no business at 


a justice of the peace recently, but he was 
put on the committee to represent William 
Loeffler, whose lieutenant in the Eleventh 
ward he is. Sabath could not say whether 
the tunnel company, through Loeffler, would 
give up $2,000 or not. Privately he expressed 
the opinion that it would not. 

John T. Connery represents the coal com- 
panies who have contracts with the city, but 
he also held back. He was willing to make 
a personal contribution, but he hardly liked 
to make it $2,000, and to go out and hold up 
the city coal contractors was not exactly to 
his liking. ' 

« Brewery Interests Hit Hard. 


The brewery interests thought they were 
being taxed too much. There are four men 
on the committee connected with the brew- 
ing business—Charles J. Vopicka, Ernest 
Hummel, Eugene Kelley, and Adam Ort- 
seifen—and at $2,000 a head this would mean 
an assessment of $8,000 against the brew- 
eries. They seemed to think it was an undue 
proportion, 

So this suggestion was rejected. After- 
wards William O’Connell, Mayor Dunne’s 
campaign manager, explained “It was not 
made seriously.” 

“The sum you demanded wag $60,000?” 


was asked. 
“Yes, that is the amount,” said Mr. O’Con- 


nell. 

So all the committee did was to organize 
by electing Charles J. Vopicka chairman and 
Fred W. Blocki treasurer and appointing 
John P. Tansey secretary. Roger Sullivan 
was asked afterwards: 

“Are you going to draw a check for your 
share or get it outside? ”’ 

“Money is hard to raise these days,” an- 
swered Mr. Sullivan. 


Mayor Sees M. O. Disadvantage. 

Mayor Dunne made a curious statement 
during the day. In effect it was that a mu- 
nicipally owned street car company could not 
be run ag profitably asa privately owned one, 
His statement was that it would be possible 
for a private company in Chicago to carry 
passengers for 8 or 4 cents, while a municipal 
company must charge 5. 

He was saying the republican platform 
favored the traction ordinances, which, he 
claimed, prevented his friend Tom Johnson 
or some one else from entering the Chicago 
traction field on a promise of cheaper fares. 

** Detroit and Cleveland have 8 cent fares,” 
said he, “ Indianapolis has 4 cent, and Wash- 
ington is soon to have, 3.

“Tf thecity took over the lines and operated 
them could it not furnish 8 or 4 cent fares?’”’ 
was asked. 

“No,” said the mayor, “ because it would 
have. to purchase the properties and must 
operate them at a profit.

ASSAILS THBORY OF MARK 


ENGLISH ECONOMIST ATTACES 
THE TENETS OF SOCIALISM. 


W. H. Mallock, in the First of a Series 
of Addresses at Chicago University, 
Disputes the Dectrine That All 
Wealth Is Created by Labor—Crit- 
icises Well Meaning, Educated Per- 
sons Who Dream of Eventually Es- 
tablishing Utopia on Earth. 


W. H. Maliock, the English economist, 
made a peppery attack on socialism and 
“highly educated socialists’ yesterday af- 
ternoon at the University of Chicago in the 
opening lecture of a series on the doctrines of 
Karl Marx: He reiterated many of the views 
he expressed at Columbia university in Feb- 
ruary and in addition presented more of his 
opinions. 

Socialism he classed as a “ dream which has 
haunted the imagination of multitudes ever 
since civilization began,” and called it “ the 
greatest intellectual mare's nest of the cen- 
tury that has lately ended.” 

Mr. Mallock struck at the arguments of 
Karl Marx and objected té the fulcrum on 
which socialism rests, that “all wealth is 
the product of labor and that therefore all 
wealth ought to go tothe laborer.”’ He de- 
clared all wealth is not due to labor alone and 
said he would occupy his attention in his 
second lecture today with the sources of 


wealth. 
Errors of Educated. 

“ A large number of highly educated per- 
sons, who, actuated, no duubt, by generous 
and unselfish sympathies, are anxious to 
claim for themselves’*the name of socialists,’ 
he said, *“‘ have never submitted themselves 
to the discipline of preliminary scientific in- 
quiry. 

“They see that under the existing order 
of things many evils exist. They are per- 
suaded that these evils are due to the gener- 
al constitution of society and that the evils 
would disappear were that general constitu- 
tion altered. Such being the case, they leap 
to the curious conclusion that the only alter- 
native to the existing state of things is so- 
cialism, and that, by leaping Into the fire, we 
shail free ourselves from all evils of the fry- 
ing pan. 

“They are like men traveling on a road, 
rough, hilly, and dangerous, which interposes 
many difficulties between them and the point 
which they desire to reach, and who, impa- 
tient of these difficulties, prapose, instead of 
improving the road, to take a short cut 
toward the point desired across a quicksand. 

Many Sighing for Utopia. 

“So far, the promises of socialism merely 
coincide with a dream that has-haunted the 
imagination of multitudes ever since civiliza- 
tion began. They have sighed for Utopia 
as a plain woman may sigh for beauty, but 
they have never, except on a restricted scale, 
organized their aspirations into anything 
like a practical demand, and the reason is 
that, though the prospect of the Utopia is 
pleasing, they secretiy regard it as inaccessi- 
ble. 

“It affected them as little as the promise 
of a quack doctor would who offers to sell 
them a pill which would make them all im- 
mortai. It is, indeed, a universal truth that 
no desire for any desirable object becomes 
practicable unless the conditions of knowl- 
edge prevalent amongst those desiring it are 
such as to enable them to believe that the 
desired object is attainable. 


Basic Doctrine a Delusion. 


“TIT say that in the minds of the masses the 
attraction of socialism is its promise of an 
equal distribution of wealth; and what makes 
them regard such an equal distribution as 
possible is that theory of production which 
the genius of Karl Marx invested with a 
semblance, at all events, of sober ecientific 
truth, and which ascribes all wealth to that 
ordinary manual labor which brings the 
sweat to the brow of the ordinary laboring 
man. 

“This theory of production, then, being 
the basis of popular socialism, I propose to 
take as my starting point and to examine 
it, not now but on the oecasion when I next 
address you. I then hope to show you that, 
in spite of the plausibility with which the 
ingenuity of Marx invested it, this basic 
doctrine of so-called scientific socialism is 
the greatest intellectual mare’s nest of the 
century that has lately ended.”’ 

Mr. Mallock will speak again this afternoon 
in Mandel hall. 


Foreign Missionary to Lecture. 


Dr. H. Karl W. Kumm, president of the Sou- 
dan United mission, will come to Chicago Thurs- 
day to give a series of lectures at the Moody 
church on mission work.

It Does Not Pay. 


PUBLIC NOTICE IS GIVEN. 
Action of Trustees of Chicago 


University Resented by Pre- 
paratory Pupils. 


Competition with public high schools which 


| have sprung up by thousands in towns and 


even in farm neighborhoods in the middle 
west has forced the trustees of the Univer- 
sity of Chicago to order closed the doors of 
the Morgan Park academy, the secondary 
school of the university, generally considered 
one of the best “prep.” schools in the west: 


at the end of the current school

the last sixteen years has undergone a com- 
plete change. 

Every young mafrand woman, according to 
the statement, now has “ within a few miles 


school or academy in which to prepare for 
college, whereas at the time of the founding 
of Morgan Park academy the secondary 
institutions of the middle west were infre- 
quently distributed. 

Failures to make the school a paying ven- 
ture financially and to increase its attend- 
ance so that it would become a large ‘* feed- 
er’ to the university were the natural result 
of the growth of the educational movement 
and the direct reasons for the abandonment 
of the academy. 

Statement of the Trustees. 

The statement of the trustees was: 

* The trustees have decided to close Mor- 
gan Park academy at the end of the current 

school year in June. When, sixteen years 
ago, the theological seminary then located 
at Morgan Park became the divinity school 
of the University of Chicago the three bulld- 
ings occupied by the school were left vacant. 

“It seemed a wise and economical meas- 
ure to make use of these buildings to open in 
them an academy which would be a large 
feeder for the university. Alth h the 
academy has always had an especially able 
faculty and large sums of money have been 
spent on it for additional land and buildings, 
it has neither become self-sustaining nor 
has it sent any such numbers of students to 
the university as was anticipated. 

Increase of High Schools. 

* Meantime, in the sixteen years that have 
passed since the academy opened, a most re- 
markable change has taken place in the pro- 
visions for secondary education throughout 
the middle west. High schools have sprung 
up everywhere. They have been established 
not in hundreds but in thousands in villages 
and in country districts, the village of Mor- 
gan Park included, making what to the 
trustees seems abundant provision for sec- 
ondary education. 

** Moreover, the university has itself estab- 

lished as a necessary part of the school of 
education a high school whose unique feat- 
ures and exceptional advantages have al- 
ready made it one of the best schools of its 
kind in the country. 
**In closing the academy the annual ex- 
penditures will be added to the resourcés of 
the university for higher work and will be 
annually expended in rendering the work 
broader and more efficient.’’ — 


Students Hiss Announcement. 


The buildings and grounds of the academy 
are valued at $375,000. There are. seven 
buildings, three being dormitories, and the 
campus covers twelve acres. There are 
twelve men on the faculty and close to 200 
students are in attendance at the school. 

Principal S. W. Johnston called the etu- 
dents together in chapel yesterday after- 
noon and announced to them the decision of 
the university trustees to abandon the school. 
Hisses met the announcement and at dinner 
the students were uproarious. 

In the evening they gathered in a body at 
West hall and with an effigy of President 
Harry Pratt Judsop on a rail, marked with 
cross bones and signs, “ This is Judson; 
Hang Him,” and “‘ Down with Judson,” pro- 
ceeded to the town park, opposite the Rock 
Island depot. ,

PHYSICIAN PLEADS GUILTY;

Dr. Earl J. Dennis and W. W. Thomp- 
son, Former Minister, Admit Com- 
plicity in Causing Girl’s Death. 


Chicago physicians were pleased yester- 
day when they heard that Dr. Earl J. Den- 
nis, 182 State street, had entered a plea of 
guilty to the charge of causing the death, 
through an illegal operation, of Miss Bertha 
Johnson, 12 Penn street. William W. Thomp- 
son, former assistant pastor of Olivet Me- 
morial church, who confessed that he was 
responsible for the girl's condition, also 
pleaded guilty. Sentence will be passed upon 
the men by Judge Kersten on Saturday. 

The pleas of guilty made it unnecessary to 
have &@ trial and the eleven veniremen who 
had been secured were excused. Thomp- 
son’s confession was expected, but the action 
of Dr. Dennis caused surprise. 

“This ought to prove a good lesson to 
other so-called doctors of Dennis’ stripe,”’ 
waid a leader in the Chicago Medical society.

TRUSTEES OF MANAGEMENT COM- 
MITTEE DISCUSS NEW PLAN. 


Debate System of Promotion for Ele- 
mentary Principalse—Dr. De Bey De- 
nounces Nicholas Marray Butler— 
Dr, John Guerin Condemns the Cur- 
riculum in General and Grammar 
in Particular—L. F. Post Proposes 
Project That Will Cost $1,300,000. 


The school management committee of the 
board of education met last night to establish 
& new system for the promotion of elemen- 
tary school principals. 


Before the meeting ended Dr. Cernelia De 


Bey had evened up old scores with Nicholas 
Murray Butler, the man who put the reform 
board on the grill at the Merchants’ club ban- 
quet. Dr. John Guerin denounced the school 
system generally and grammar agit is taught 
in the schools in particular. He put the 
public school on the operating table and dis- 
sected it, reaching the final diagnosis that 
everything about it is out of order and needs 
allopathic d@oses of reform. 

Mrs. Abigail Cannon Ellings, principal of 
the Sheldon school, disagreed with the diag- 


| nosis made by Dr. Guerin and said the whole 


trouble with the school system was that the 
classrooms were overcrowded. 

“ Hear, hear,”’ muttered the principals, and 
“hear, hear,” muttered Supt. Cooley. 


Post Has $10,000,000 Plan. 

The mutterings gave Trustee Louis F. Post 
an idea. He wanted to know how much it 
would cost to reduce the size of the classes 
to thirty pupils. Stpt. Cooley said it would 
cost about $10,000,000 for new buildings and 
$3,000,000 for new teachere. Trustee Post 
then wanted to know how much it would 
cost to decrease the gize of the classes to 
forty. Supt. Cooley said such a change 
would mean more than 1,100 new rooms, 
which would cost $8,000,000, and would mean 
$1,500,000 added to the pay roll. The Post 
idea perished. 

It finally was decided to ask the principals 
through the agency of the several clubs of 
principals to express their opinion as to the 
best system for the promotion of principals 
through the different grades of the salary 
scale. The committee had proposed that the 
same promotional plan be adopted for the 
principals that recently has been adopted for 
the high school teachers. Under this sys- 
tem the principals are required to give some 
evidence of fitness before being promoted. 
As evidence the principals were offered the 
choice of submitting a thesis every two 
years, of taking a course of study in an ac- 
credited institution, of writing a monograph 
or a book on some favorite subject, or of tak- 
ing a course of self-directed study. 

Dr. De Bey objected to the plan of making 
writers out of all the principals. She said 
there were enough authors now. 


Dewey and Butler Illustrations. 

Miss Jane Addams, in an effort to convert 
Dr. De Bey to the plan, said: 

** Now, doctor, wouldn't it be better, for 
example, for John Dewey to submit a thesis 
every so often than to have Nicholas Murray 
Butler go around every few days and per- 
sonally inspect his work?’ 

‘You have a distorted situation,’’ replied 
Dr. De Bey, “‘ to think of Nicholas Murray 
Butler even having the privilege of looking at 
John Dewey is more than I can contemplate. 
If turned around I should say it would be 
better to have John Dewey inspect Nicholas 
Miraculous Murray's work than for Nicholas 
to submit a thesis. He might be able to tell 
Miraculous to stop talking and stop think- 
ing.’’ 

It was then that Dr. Guerin attacked the 
echool system as@ whole. He sald too much 
is taught in the schools. He said the cur- 
riculum is so full that nothing is taught well. 
He said there is not a child in the school 
system who is able to analyze a sentence cor- 
rectly.

CHICAGOAN ACCUSES IDAHO OF 
GAMBLING FOR ADAMS’ LIFE. 


Clarence 8S. Darrow Scores State for the 
Part It Plays—Charges Accused Is 
Only Means to Hang Miners. 


Wallace, Idaho, March 4.—[Special. ]—Clar- 
ence 8S. Darrow of Chicago, in one of the 
closing arguments for the defense today in 
the Steve Adams case, charged that the state 
was gambling with the life of his client— 
that it was a gamble to see if the Western 
Federation of Miners could not be destroyed. 
Attorney Darrow said: 

“The state of Idaho néver prosecuted a 
man as it is prosecuting this poor, unimpor- 
tant laborer. It has gone to the capitol and 
employed the greatest lawyer there is in 
Idaho. Months of the time of the greatest 
detectives of the west have been given to 
bringing him to the gallows. They are sim- 
ply gambling with the life of Steve Adams; 
they do not value it more than they value 
the life of a fly.” 

Attorney Darrow argued that the real pur- 
pose of the prosecution was to prepare the 
way for the trial of Moyer, Haywood, and 
Pettibone in an effort to destroy them and 
the Western Federation of Miners. 

He said that it was unfair on the part of 
the state to make Adams the scapegoat fora 
crime for which probably every settler in the 
district was to blame. No notice had been 
taken of the death of either Tyler or Boule 
until a great man had been killed in southern 
Idaho, when the remains of Tyler had been 
dug up with the object of implicating the 
Western Federation of Miners. 


TO CURE A COLD IN ONE DAY 
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ATTACKS TEACHERS’ UNION; 
SAYS IT IS OUT OF PLACE. 


English Visitor in Chicago Schools 
Also Thinks Compulsory Age Is Not 
Low Enough. 


That teaching is a profession and not a 
trade, and that the teacher consequently has 
no place in trades unionism, was the declar- 
ation made yesterday by Miss Elizabeth 
Jacobsen, head teacher of Liverpool’s largest 
public school and a member of the Mosely 
commission of English teachers. Miss Jacob- 
sen left for Buffalo after having spent sev- 
eral days inspecting the public schools of 
Chicago. She is a sister of R. C. Jacobsen 
of the Jacobsen Publishing company. 

Migs Jacobsen will take back to England 
only two severe criticisms of Chicago schools. 
One of these is that teachers are “ union- 
ized’’; the other is that the compulsory 
schoo] age is not low enough. Miss Jacobsen 
expressed the belief that it should be com- 
pulsory for children 5 years old to attend 
kindergartens. 

‘‘The kindergartens you have,’ she de- 
clared, ‘‘ are about the best I have seen any- 
where. The children delight in their work. 
Teachers are wonderfully strong and patient. 
The average size of the classes, twenty- 
five, is smaller than the English average of 
fifty-five. The Chicago system permits of 
more individual attention. 

‘* The thing that impressed me most favor- 
ably about Chicago schools is their splendid 
equipment. Large rooms, large blackboard 
area, every feature of the equipment is about 
perfect. Windows are properly placed and 
there are plenty of them. 

‘Children are taught to make useful 
things, and that is splendid. Chicago rec- 
ognizes that there are such things as chil- 
dren. Nothing is neglected to give them an 
adequate training for good citizenship. On 
the other hand, children have been interested 
in their work. They have been made to feel 
that education is worth while. I shall also 
take back with me to England a description 
of the parents’ clubs which are being estab- 
lished in connection with schools. They are 
splendid institutions.”’ 


BYWATERS CASE NEAR ITS END. 


Arguments Concluded and Jury to Be 
Charged Today—Witness Explains 
His Contrary Testimony. 


Culpeper, Va., March 4.—[Special.]—The 
fate of James and. Philip Strother, who killed 
William F. Bywaters within an hour after 
they forced him to marry their sister, proba- 
bly will be known within the coming twenty- 
four hours. Arguments were concluded to- 
day. Instructions will be given the jury to-

Mrs. Bessie Triplett, his sister; and James 
Clark, his colored driver, were put on the 
stand, but objections to their testimony by 
the defense were sustained.

Dr. Evans left the witness stand subject to 
recall for redirect examination. He protected 
the interests of the defense quite keenly 
throughout his cross-examination and at all 
times appeared a match for the district at- 
torney. Dr. Evans today, however, ad- 
mitted that Thaw had an insane knowledge of 
what he was doing on Madison Square roof 
garden the night he shot and killed Stan- 
ford White. The New York statutes pro- 
vide to be exempt from punishment for 
crime an insane person. He must be so de- 
mented as not to know the nature or quality 
of his act or to know thatthe act is wrong. 

In explaining Thaw’'s actions subsequent 
to the shooting—his quiet’: demeanor, his di- 
rections as to what should bé dene with his. 
wife, and who should be sent for—Dr. Evans 
declared that as soon as the defendant shot 
Stanford White the brain storm subsided and 
his senses began to reorganize themselves 
mm that the man knew quite well what he was 
about. 

Dr. Wagner's Admission. 


Dr. Wagner also declared that Thaw had 
irrational knowledge of what was transpir- 
ing on the roof garden. He believed the 
man’s insanity dated from the time Evelyn 
Nesbit told him her story tn Paris in 1903. 

Dr. Wagner created quite a stir by using 
the present tense in responding to a question 
by District Attorney Jerome as to what form 
of insanity Thaw “has or had.” Dr. Wag- 
mer declared Thaw “is suffering” ‘from 
symptoms which lead toward a melancholio 
state and a state of dementia praecox. 

When asked to describe the later phrase, 
Dr. Wagner said it covered such a wide field 
of dementia as to be difficult of strict defini- 
tion. Dr. Wagner declared Thaw’s condition 
of mind at the time of the shooting was the 
result of one of the insanities of adolescence, 
He would not go further than this in an at- 
- tempt to classify the exact form. 


Mrs. William Thaw Today. 


When Dr. Wagner leaves the stand, which 
may be some time tomorrow, Mrs. William 
Thaw will be called She waited in the wit- 
ness room this afternoon, as the lawyers for 
the defense thought Jerome might ges 
through with Dr. Wagner before the day 
was over. It is not expected that Mrs. Will- 
fam Thaw's testimony will take up much 
time. 

With Mrs. Thaw’s testimony in, the de- 
fense will practically have completed its 
case, and it seems Ukely that the state’s case 
in rebuttal may be begun before the end of 
the week. 

Just what District Attorney Jerome will be’ 
able to preve on rebuttal remains quite as 
much of a mystery as ever. 

It is not yet exactly clear to the lay mind 
to what extent the district attorney can go 
in. disproving Mrs. Evelyn Nesbit Thaw’s 
testimony. He has admitted that even if he 
could show Stanford White was out of the 
couptry at the time of the alleged experi- 
ence with Evelyn. Nesbit in the Twenty- 
fourth street studio he would not be allowed 
to do so on the ground that it would be a 
eollateral fact. 


[ Court Warns J erome. 


Justice Fitzgerald intimated today that 
the lawyers for the defense were not making 
enough objections to Mr. Jerome's cross- 
examination, and that the court is not being 
assisted in keeping out matter which might 
be called reversible error. He said: 

“TIT want to say that when objection is not 
made the court must assume that the in- 
formation sought for is deemed material by 
both sides. When objection is interposed 
by either side, the court must rulestrictly, or 
otherwise reversible error may be committed. 
Cross-examination is largely within the dis- 
eretion of the presiding judge, but it might 
bé possible reversible error to arbitrarily ex- 
clude questions without objections, or an- 
sewers to questions that have even remote 
material bearing on the lesue in the case.” 

Justice Fitzgerald’s protest was called 
forth by persistent efforts of Mr. Jerome to 
bring in matter which the court had ruled out 
several times in both the direct and cross- 
axamination of Dr. Evans. 


Finishes with Dr. Evans. 


Im resuming his cross-examination of Dr. 
Pvans District Attorney Jerome asked: 

* Doctor, reverting to the night of the 
shooting of Stanford White, does the fact 
that the defendant walked deliberately away 
without excitement after the shooting appear 
to you.to be an important fact in determining 
whether or not the defendant was insane?’ 

“Yes. It leads me to believe he was of 
unsound mind—that is, when taken In con- 
nection with the other incidents.” 

“Then his attitude was one of satisfaction 
with his deéd?” 

‘*] would hardly go as far as that.” 

The witness believed that in the braip 
storm the defendant had an insane knowl- 
edge of what he did—not the knowledge of a 
sound mind. The sané man reasons in a 
logical manner; the insane man in an illogical] 
manner. 

Jerome Acts Out Tragedy. 


Dr. Evans was unable to understand the 
relative positions of Thaw and White before 
and at the time of the shooting, so Mr. 
Jerome acted the scene out for him.

Mr. Jerome's long cross-examination of 
Dr. Evans was concluded. 


Dr. Wagner on the Stand. 


Dr. Charlies G. Wagner, superintendent of 
the estate hospital for the insane at Bing- 
hamton, N. Y., was recalled for cross-exam- 
ination. 

“ Dr. Wagner,” said Mr. Jerome, “ will you 
describe in as few words as possible the kind 
of insanity of the mind this defendant was 
suffering the night he killed Stanford 
White?” 

“Tt was one of the Insanities which de- 
veloped durirng the period of adolescence. I 
would say that it was not developed suffi- 
clently to- permit of a definite characteriza- 
tion. There are symptoms leading to various 
forms of insanity, wmciuding dementia 
preecox.” ‘ 

Mr. Jerome then went into a long series of 
questions regarding what Dr. Wagner con- 
sidered standard works on insanity, but with- 
out particular result. 

“What is your opinion of the writings of 
Allan McLane Hamilton?’ asked Mr. Jerome. 

“ What kind of insanity is it this defendant 
has or had?” 

In replying, Dr. Wagner created something 
of a stir by using the present tense. 

“In my opinion,” he said, “ this man has 
symptoms allied to a depressive form of tn- 
sanity and others allied to dementia pra- 
cox.”” 

Whether Dr. Wagner used the present 
tense intentionally or not did not develop, 
for the point was not caught up by any of 
the attorneys. Mr. Jerome, however, itn a 
low voice repeated the doctor’s answer by 
beginning: 

“Then you say, Doctor, that this man is 
suffering from symptoms allied to two forms 
of insanity? ”’ etc. 

Dr. Wagner listened intently and replied: 
“ Yes.” 

Evelyn’s Fatal Story. 


Mr. Jerome next took the witness to the 
scene in Paris where Evelyn Nesbit told her 
life story to Harry Thaw. The prosecutor 
read at length from the young woman's 
testimony and then asked if the witness 
thought the defendant was insane before or 
after he heard the story. 

**T am of the opinion,” replied Dr. Wagner, 
“that the girl’s overpowering story precipi- 
tated a state of mental unsoundness,”’ 

Q.—Now, doctor, when this defendant went 
to the roof garden on the night of June 2% 
with a pistol in his pocket, did he know what 
that pistol was? A.—Yes, I think he did. 

Q.—And he knew that if he fired it intoae 
human body it would probably cause death? 
A.—Yes, I think he did. 

Q.—When he walked toward White, turned 
down the aisle, wheeled calmly and fired 
three shots, do you think he knew what he 
was doing? A.—I think he had knowledge of 
what he was doing. 

Q.—Do you think when he pulled the trigger 
the second time he knew what he was doing? 
A.—I couldn't say whether or not he’ knew 
then. It,is probable that the storm exploded 
when he fired the first shot. 

Q.—Did he remember afterwards what he 
hed done? A.—Very likely. It often happens 
in such cases that they do know, It is like 
remembering a dream after one wakes. 


Climax of a Brain Storm. 


Q.—What effect did his seeing Stanford 
White have? A.—I imagine it began to have 
a strong effect immediately, reaching a cli- 
max in what has excellently been described 
here as a brain storm He probably realized 
that he was pulling and firing a pistol, but 
he did not have a sane appreciation that he 
wae committing a homicide. 

Q.—But he knew he was firing at Stanford 
White? A.—Yes. 

Dr. Wagner declared that the acts of rais- 
ing and firing a pistol were automatic, which 
might be done without any mental process 
whatsoever. He said that his opinion 
Thaw was of unsound mind when he fired 
the shots was supported by the dramatic 
effects with which the act was accomplished. 

“Isn't it true,”’ asked Mr. Jerome, “ that 
men under the influence of liquor often kill 
in this dramatic manner?’ 

** Sometimes.” 

Mr. Jerome asked for examples of brain: 
storm and Dr. Wagner said he could give 
him instances of cases where such storms 
occurred and where recovery came in a few 
hours. 

Mr. Jerome asked Dr. Wagner If tm his ex- 
aminations of Harry Thaw he had found 
anything to indicate epilepsy among the de- 
fendant’s antecedents. He said he had not. 


Court Blocks Jerome. 


Mr. Jerome asked if there had been any 
conversations on the subject. Justice Fitz- 
gerald interposed with the remark that the 
conversations of only three visits had been 
related on direct examination, all others hav- 
ing been excluded on the objection of the 
district attorney. 

Mr. Jerome argued that, while the court 
might limit the declarations of a defendant in 
favor of himself, it certainly would not limit 
the use of his conversations at any time 
against him. 

Justice Fitzgerald said the district attor- 
ney’s position on this point was partly right 
and partly wrong. On direct examination in 
rebuttal the conversations might be used, 
but on cross examination the limits pre- 
scribed in the direct examination must be 
adhered to. 

Mr. Jerome complained that he could not 
call Dr./-Wagner in rebuttal for the state, for 
he is a ph an and might at any time plead 
the right of professional privilege to answer. 

Justice Fitzgerald replied that this could 
not be helped. 

Here adjournment until tomorrow morn- 
ing was ordered.

WOMAN GIVES FORTUNE OF $200,- 
000 AS AID TO FRENCH. 


Miss Louise H. Leclere, Who Has Just 
Died at New York, Made Provision 
in Will That Money Be Used to 
Raise Present Low State of Moral- 
ity of Nation and Thus Prevent, It 


Doing Harm to the People of the’ 


United States. 


New York, March 4.—{Special.]—Born of 
an ancient Huguenot family, her fa- 
ther one of the young guards of 
the great Napoleon, Mile. Louise H. 
Leclere died as she had lived, cry- 
ing out against the immoralities of her own 
nation im its literature, language, and daily 
life, and devoting a fortune of $200,000, ac- 
cumulated by her own hands, to the regenera- 
tion of the morals of the French people 
through their churches and their schools. 


Sorrow for True Friend. 


Mile. Leclere expired Sunday week at her 
home, 12 East Seventy-third street, at the 
age of 83 years. Later generations of women 
and children who had known her as their in- 
structor in all that is good in French. sor- 
rowed for her. Her will was filed for pro- 
bate this afternoon in the surrogate’s office. 
One sentence with which the series of be- 
quests was introduced epitomizes the life 
work of this woman, whose influence was so 
strong in the homes of the wealthy for nearly 
four generations. dite, 

‘“ My object in giving institutions in France 
so large a portion of my means is tw§old— 
namely: to raise her from her present low 
moral state and thus prevent her from doing 
so much harm to this country, in which she 
asserts so potent an influence,” runs this 
paragraph of the will. 

Friends Remembered, Too. 

Aside from gifts of objects of jewelry to 
those among her friends, young and old, to 
whom she especially was endeared by her 
life work, her entire fortune is bequeathed 
to education and charity. Seth Low, George 
MacCullough Miller, the lawyer, and John 
Joseph Townsend, who now is dead, were 
named as trustees and executors of her estate 
when the will was drawn in 1886.

\ Roosevelt Insistent on Action.

The reason for this is apparent to every one. 

There are those who believe there should be 
« law prohibiting the secretary of the treas- 
 ury or, in fact, any officer of the treasury 
from allying himself with any na- 
tional bank or institution having 
close relations with the government, 
the theory, of course, being that the 
secretary must necessarily make his arrange- 
ments before he leaves the government em- 
ploy, and that his future prospects are likely 
to influence hie official acts if the two ever 
clash in any way. 

No one believes that Secretary Shaw or Sec- 
retary Gage would have permitted their per- 
sonal arrangements to interfere with their 
official duties, and neither went toa company 
which had direct relations with the govern- 
ment. The fact that the two secretaries have 
gone to New York trust companies direct from 
their duties In Washington, though not re- 
flecting in any way upon either, has been in- 
sufficient to ‘cause public men here to 
think there is something wrong in permitting 
the practice at all. 

Hitchcock Too Active; Must Go. 

Secretary Hitchcock was appointed to the 
interior department by President McKinley 
when Mr. Bliss retired. He said good-by to 
President Roosevelt at the capitol today 
under circumstances which rendered the 


“action little short of historic. 


Secretary Hitchcock has prosecuted land 
thieves, and coal thieves, and Indian thieves 
of the transmissouri country with unceas- 
ing vigor. He has been bitterly fought by 
representatives and senators from the far 
western states. As one of them said on a 
recent memorable occasion: 

“There will not be a dry throat west of 
the Missouri when Hitchcock goes out of 
Office.” There will be good reason for irri- 
gation. 

It is not a pleasant thing to contemplate, 
but it is a fact which might as well be stated 
now as later on that the retirement of Secre- 
tary Hitchcock from the cabinet at the pres- 
ent time is a triumph for the boodlers in the 
far west. He has made himself unpopular 
because he sought to execute the law. He 
did what he could to clean out the ring in the 
land office, and he excited the bitter enmity 
of powerful senators and representatives. 
who were either personally interested or had 
influential constituents who were interested 
in the stealing of government forests, gov- 
ernment coal mines, and Indian reservations 
and property. 

Ordinarily, one might think that the retire- 
ment of one secretary and the induction into 
office of another would not necessarily mean 
the cessation of the prosecutions which have 
been instituted. But in the case of Secretary 
Hitchcock it is different. He was surrounded 
with men who were in sympathy with the 
thieves. He found it- necessary to appoint 
his own special agents and to have them 
make reports direct to him. 

In the hands of Secretary Hitchock alone 
were threads which led to successful prose- 
cution, and his retirement unfortunately 
means the breaking of all of these connecting 
lines between the head of the department and 
the men who have done the stealing. 

Garfield Sure to Be Handicapped. 

In the group surrounding the president as 
he signed the bills brought in to him from 
time to time was James R. Garfield, son of 
a president, today commissioner of corpora- 
tions, tomorrow secretary of the interior. He 
is upright, intelligent, and ambitious. He 
has the entire confidence of President Rogse- 
velt, and he will make a clean sweep of d@ad- 
wood and crooked branches itn the interior 
department. If there has been fraud in the 
land office he will stop it. He will clean up the 
department, if any man can clean it up, but 
unfortunately the fuses have been burned 
out and it will be impossible to re#stablish 
the circuit between the secretary of the in- 
terior and the prosecuting officers through- 
out the western states. 

While Mr. Garfield is cleaning up his de- 
partment, familiarizing himself. with the 
cuties of his office, and mastering the infinite 
detail of frauds which Secretary Hitchcock 
unearthed, the prosecuting force will be out 
of touch with the department. Senatorial in- 
fluence will be exerted to frighten off special 
agents who have been investigating frauds, 
and it is ten chances to one that when Mr. 
Garfield is ready to continue the prosecutions 
he will find that all the evidence has mys- 
teriously oozed out and that the network of 
which Secretary Hitchcock was the center 
has been cut in so y places that the guilty 
men all have escaped. Secretary Garfield 
will be a guarantee for the future, but the 
change at this particular time in the head of 
the interior department is not in all prob- 
ability conducive to retribution for the past. 

Sortelyou’s Rise Rapid. 

If ever there was a man who, looking back 
ten years, would have an excuse for personal 
pride at his rapid ascent, it was the one who 
began today as postmaster general and 
wound it up 4s secretary of the treasury. 

Ten years ago, when Grover Cleveland re- 
tired from office, George B. Cortelyou was a 
stenographer*in the executive offices, and 
probably at that time was not any too cer- 
tain as to his future employment. He had 
been a good clerk in the postoffice depart- 
ment, and had been detailed to White house 
work in the ordinary course of business. 

He was still only a clerk when McKinley 
took the oath of office ten years ago today. 
Soon he became assistant secretary, and, 
finally, secretary to the president. -He held 
that important and delicate position at the 
time of the tragedy at Buffalo. By that time 
he had developed extraordinary executive 
capacity, and had really become famous 
the country over as the prince of private séc- 
retaries. 

His worth was recognized at once by Presi- 
dent Roosevelt, and when the new depart- 
ment of commerce and labor was created by 
congress Mr. Cortelyou was selected for the 
work of organizing it. 


Department Hes to Be Built Up. 

It was a position where there was but lit- 
tle honor, but where there was constant 
necessity for the rarest kind of executive 
management. A great governmental de- 
partment had to be created from the ground 
up, systems devised for the management of 
business, and an endless amount of detail 
arranged out of the patchwork of old bureaus 
taken out of other departments. 

Mr. Cortelyou had finished all of this pre- 
liminary organization at the time of the re- 
publican national convention of 1900. Fol- 
lowing the usual custom, Mr. Roosevelt, as 
candidate for president, selected his own 
chairman. of the national committee. When 
he named Cortelyou there was first surprise, 
then indignation, and then open revolt among 
the political leaders, which was quelled only 
by the insistence of the president himself. 

Cortelyou had never had anything to do 
with politics. He had never bten county 
chairman and had served no apprenticeship 
in the polling booth, Yet he took hold of the 
republican national campaign with the same 
extraordinary confidence in his executive 
capacity which has carried him through life. 
He. never hesitated for an instant, but with 
unfailing sagacity HMstened to advice and then 
issued orders to men grown gray in politics 
and expected those orders to be executed to 
the letter. 

Millions Under His Control. 

Today an executive clerk of ten years ago 
is secretary of the treastry, with his hand 
upon hundreds of millions of the nation’s 
money and with his signature at the bottom 
of a warrant good for more real cash than 
could be eommanded by the greatest million- 
aire in the country. He is starting in on his 
third cabinet position and with his third 
president, so that executive work is no nov- 
elty to him. 

“I am still here,” said Secretary Wilson 
with a smile which was almost mournful as 
he watched the president's farewell to the 
two retiring cabinet officers. ‘It may be it 
is because nobody wants my ‘ob, and yet the 
agriculture department ‘oday has grown to 
vastly greater proportions than when I first 
took up the work ten years ago.” 

And then the secretary of agriculture, the 
last reminder of the cabinet of ten years ago, 
went out fn the wake of the president and 
Root and Taft an@ others, leaving Shaw and 
Hitchcock palpably wiping their eyes as they 
were le¥t behind in the official procession 
outward from the gorgeous reom with its 
goid ceiling.

Davidson, and 
Lieut. Gov. Connor. It is not known whether 
La Follette favors Stephenson. He may 
prefer as a colleague some man who would 
be a candidate again next year. La Fol- 
lette’s influerice is most potent in ‘the legis- 
lature, and it has been demonstrated several 
times that he has that bedy with him, so he 
may be able to name his colleague unless 
complications occur to defeat him. La Fol- 
lette is expected home from Washington on 
Wednesday, and his coming is awaited with 
great interest. 


Lieut. Gov. Connor is believed to have sen- , 


atorial aspirations, but said today: “ lhave 
nothing to say. I was as greatly surprised 
as any one at the news.”

Hatten Sentiment Strong. 

Tonight 'there seems to be considerable 
Hatten sentiment developing among the leg- 
islators. It was argued that Hatten would 
be am available man because he would be 
acceptable to both factions and has not been 
mixed up in entangling alliances in the past. 
Should he be elected, however, he undoubted- 
ly will be a candidate before the primaries 
next summer for reélection. 

Both houses of the legislature met tonight 
but no action was taken relative to the resig- 
nation, as Gov. Davidson has not yet sent 
to the legislature Mr. Spooner’s letter. The 
governor first will consult the attorney gen- 
eral relative to the legislative. procedure. 
There isa possibility of a tangle’over the time 
of the election. The gefieral expectation 
was that balloting would begin in about t 
weeks. The federal statutes provide that in 
case of a vacancy in a senatorship voting 
for a successor shall begin the second Tues- 
day after official notification of the vacancy 
shall be given the legislature. 

If Gov. Davidson should transmit Senator 
Spooner’s letter to the legislature this week 
balloting may begin March 19. But the 
point has been raised that there can be no 
election till the vacancy actually has oc- 
curred, May 1, which would put the election 
May, 14. Legislators are digging up prece- 
dents om the point, and one was found that 
Senator Hemenway of Indiana, who was 
elected in January to succeed Fairbanks 
when the latter was elected vice president, al- 
though the office did not become vacant until 
March 4. Supreme court precedents on the 
other hand, seem to sustain the view the 
election cannot be held till a vacancy actual- 
ly exists. This view is taken by Attorney 
General Gilbert and other able lawyers. 


Affects Legislative Situation. 

The resignation of Senator Spooner put an 
entirely new phase cn the legislative situa- 
tion ,and it is the one topic of conversation. 
It.is probabie that the election will prolong 
the session, as undoubtedly much important 


committee work will go over until it is set-’ 


tled, and there is a possibility of a deadlock 
after balloting begins which might draw out 
the session indefinitely, This possibility of 
a deadlock may make WU anybody’s race. 

lt is not known that Goy. Davidson will be 
urged as a candidate, but it is pointed out 
that in the event of a deadlock the governor's 
popularity may result In there being a solu- 
tion of the difficulty. However, Gov. David- 
son's elevation would make Connor governor, 
and this may haye an effect. 

W. H. Hatton, a lumberman of New Lon- 
don, Wis., Who has been mentioned as a 
probable candidate to succeed Semator 
Spooner, is not certain that he will allow 
his name to go before the legislature for 
consideration, 

‘*I have not given the matter seridus 
thought,”” he said yesterday at the. Hotel 
Brevoort. ‘* Since arriving here I have had 
numerous telephone conversations with my 
friends who are urging me to run. They ap- 
pear to give me more credit than is due for 
my service as.a member of the state senate. 
If there is what could be considered a *‘ call 
of the people’ I might consent.”’

ADJOURNS AFTER RECORD BREAK- 
ING SESSION IN LEGISLATION, 


Extreme Fatigue Has a Dampening 
Effect and Usual Excessive ‘Last 
Day Enthusiasm” Is Confined to

President Roosevelt 


Struggle Next December. 


Washington, D. C., March 4.—With a new 
record for large appropriations and far 
reaching legislation, the fifty-ninth congress 
was brought to a glose shortly after noop 
today. Long before noon Senator Gallinger'’s 
fight for the passage of the ship subsidy bill 
had been abandoned, and the filibuster 


being no longer necessary, he surrendered 
the ffoor, much to the disappointment of the 
galleries. Extreme fatigue had a dampening 
effect upon Many congressmen, and the 
usual excessive “‘ last day enthusiasm ” was 
confined to less than half the membership. 
Despite these conditions, the audiences in 
both houses were as large as they ever have 
been. Thousands thronged the corridors un- 
able to secure admission to either branch. 


President Roosevelt’s Visit. 

One of the interesting features incident to 
the close of the congress was the visit of 
President Roosevelt, who, with his cabinet, 
occupied the president's room in the sengte 
wing. Seated at a big table in the center of 
the room, he signed bills as they were en- 
rolled and presented to him. On account of 
the dispatch with which business has been 
conducted during the last week there were 
only forty bills to be signed today. 

When the members of the committee which 
waited upon Khim with the information that 
congress Was ready to adjourn had delivered 
their message the president thanked them 
for the laws that had been enacted, but he 
added. with a smile that he still had several 


- bills that would be heard from in the future. 


This amounted to good natured notice to con- 
gress that he bad not abandoned the sev- 
eral recommendations for legislation which 
had not met with congressional favor this 
session. 

Vice President Fairbanks and Speaker 
Cannon received the thanks of the minority 
for the impartial manner in which they had 
presided over the deliberations of the two 
houses. A feature of the house session was 
the presentation of a club silver service of 
B00 pieces to Gen. Grosvenor by his col- 
leagues. 

Closing Scene in House. 

In addition to the songs and stories that 
usually mark the close of a session, there’was 
a beautiful picture formed by the entire house 
rising and waving. flags and singing ‘‘ My 
Country ’Tis of Thee,” as the gavel fed] at 
12:15 p. m. 

In the senate the last of the proceedings 
was the speech by Vice President Fairbanks 
prior to adjournment at 12:13 p. m. His re- 
marks were applauded by the thousands of 
visitors andthe applause continued as the 
audience watched with interest the farewells 
of senators on the floor.

DELVE INTO COURT LORE. 


Illinois Legislators Versed in 
Law Find Decisions Do _ 
Not Agree. — 
« 


(BY A STAFF CORRESRONDENT:} 

Springfield, Ill., March. 4.—[ Special. ]—At- 
torney General Stead will give hie opinion 
on the 2 cent fare bill tomorrow morning to 
the republHean steering committee of. the 
house and will hold that the bill in its present 
form is constitutional, but that no road will 
be barred from attacking in the courts the 
reasonableness of 2 cents a mile as a max- 


imum fare. 

With this opinion fn hand it is likely that 
the house organization will start the meas- 
ure on its way again towards the senate, it 
having been tied up for ten days because 
of vigorous attacks made on the men who 
were backing it, and on the motives which 
they: had in doing so. 

Lawyers on the steering committee have 
been digging into court decisions relative to 
rate enactmente, and as a result the sub- 
ject is illuminated by considerable curbstone 
law. The first opinionerhanded down from 
the curbstone court were to the effect that 
the Tlinois Supreme court, and later the 
United States court, had decided that an 
act of the legislature fixing a maximum rate 
could not be reviewed judicially, differing in 
this respect*from’ the rulings of the railroad 
commission on rates. 


Court Decisions Vary. 

Just before the session of the house tonight 
the matter was taken up by Speeker Shurtleff. 
Cicero J. Lindly, chairman of the steering 
committee, and Representative B. M. Chiper- 
field.. Mr. Chiperfield presented the results 
of his investigations of court decisions on the 
subject. 

“The decisions of the United States Su- 
preme court and the Illinois court are at 
variance,.”” he said. ‘* The state Supreme 
court has held that legislative policy is not 
subject to court review. This also was the 
ruling of the United States Supreme court 
until a few years ago. Chief Justice Waite 
in the Munn case held that in cases of abuses 
of legislative power the remedy of the people 
was at the polls and not in the courts. This 
ruling has been entirely reversed, as the 
Supreme court now holds that when rates 
amount to confiscation such rates are sub- 
ject to review by the courts to determine 
their reasonableness.’”’ 


Roads May Establish Status. 
Thus far Mr. Chiperfield and tye house or- 
ganization are im harmony with opponents of 
the measure in its present form, bat the 
former goes on to say that decisions are to 
the effect that a decision in favor of one road, 
holding that a 2 cent rate would be unrea- 


sonable for that road, would not invalidate | 


the entire act, but would release that partic- 
ular road and that road alone from the oper- 
ation of the law. His contention is that.va- 
rious roads, as they can show that 2 cents 
would be an unreasonable rate, can secure ex- 
emption from it by appeal to the courts, and 
those which cannot show such to be the case 
would be governed by It. 

The contention of opponents of the present 
bill is that it is subject to review, and that if 
it is shown unreasonable for any one road it 
becomes an invalid law and there will be fo 
rate reduction. 

‘The hause organization is strong enough to 
put its bill through at any time it chooses to 
move along, It has been hesitating to date 
because of the opposition to the bill, but now 

‘hat emough material has been secured. out of 
court decisions to make an argument for the 
bill it is likely to be pushed along for passage.

Railway Magnate and Back- 
ers Hearken More to tlie 
Popular Will. 


LESS DEFIANT OF LAWS. 
King of Rail Calls on Interstate 
Commission;.All Serene as 
a May Morning. 


Washington, D. C., March 4.—[Special.]— 
It is the opinion of government officials here 
that the Rockefeller group of financiers, with 
whom EBaward H. Harriman of New York is 
identified, have come to the conclusion that 
the policy of the“ public be d-——” does not 
pay, and that in future these men will, on 
the surface at least, present a front indi- 
cating a ready willingness to comply with 
the laws aimed at combinations in restraint 
of trade, discriminations by interstate car- 
riers, and payment of rebates to favored 
shippers. Such is believed to be their pro- 
gram. 

In other words, officials here declare that 
Harriman Rockefeller, and those associated 
with them have decided, after bitter expe- 


rience, that the public must be humored 


and patronized and coddied, if necessary. 
Mr. Harriman came over to Washington 
last week and today he honored the inter- 
state commerce.commission with acall. He 
was in conference with members of that body 
for about half an hour, but the Harriman 


' inquiry now in progress was not mentioned. 


Mr. Harriman said, with a broad smile, that 
he just @ropped in to pay his respects, but 
he took advantage of the opportunity to talk 
shop. 

Would Get Nearer People. 


While on the stand before the commission 
in New. York a few days ago Mr. Harriman 
opened the eyes of representatives of the 
government by unfolding the story of his 
financial dealings with the railroads, but to- 
day he talked about the practical side of rail- 
roading. But this, however, was not the fea- 
ture of his dissertation that surprised the 
commissioners. It was the statement he is 
said to have made, substantially as follows: 

“We railroad men want to get in closer 
touch with the commission and with the gov- 
ernment. We not only intend to obey the 
law, but we will codjperate with the authori- 
ties in seeing to it that the law is obeyed by 
all in spirit as well as in letter. All that is 
needed is a better understanding all around.”’ 

The belief was expressed by Mr. Harri- 
man that the time soon would come when 
electricity would supplant steam as motive 
power on the railroads of the United States. 
He said such a change inevitably must be 
made. Wooden cars also would have to make 
way for the equipment of steel construction. 
Likewise the capacity of cars would have to 
be Increased. The cars of the future, he be- 
lieved, would have a capacity of 100,000 
pounds. 

Mr. Harriman declared that a great mistake 
was made when the present railroad gauge— 
four feet eight and one-half inches—was 
adopteg in this country. In early days some 
roads of six-foot gauge had been built. This 
distance between the rails, he said, should 
have been generally adopted 


All Lovely and Serene. 

When Mr. Harriman entésed the presence 
of the interstate commerce commissioners 
greetings were exchanged concerning the 
pleasant spring weather now prevailing in 
Washington, the signs of the times, and the 
work of congress. In some way or another 
the break in the Colorado river, which re- 
sulted in the inundation of the tracks of the 
Southern Pacific, was brought up. Mr. Har- 
riman told of the expense to which the road 
had been put in making repairs to ite track- 
age as a result of the disastrous floods. 

“Did you capitalize the expenditure?” 
asked one of the commissioners facetiously, 
and Mr. Harriman grinned. 

The rallroad financier inspected the offices 
of the commission from top to bottom. He 
Was accompanied by his counsel, Maxwell 
Evards, and his son Roland. 

The interstate commerce commissioners 
were in consultation the better part of the 
day on various problems up for solution, in- 
cident to the enforcement of the new railb- 
road act. Theannouncement was made late 
in the afternoon that argument on the ques- 
tion as to whether the Union Pacific and 
Southern Pacific are competing railroads will 
be held on April 4.

Millionaire’s Application for 
Protection in New York Ts 
Turned Down. 


Washington, D. C., March 4—[Special.]— 
The United States Supreme court today de- 
cided, in favor of the Citizens’ Savings and 
Trust Company of Ohio in its suit to cancel 
the lease of the Belleville and Southern Lili- 
nois railroad to the Illinois Central and other 
railroads operating in Illinois. The case 
came up on appeal from the United States 
Circuit. court for eastern Illinois. The suit 
was instituted by the trust company as a 
minority stockholder to compel, besides can- 
céllation of the lease, the payment to the 
Belleville stockholders of their due propor- 
tion of the earnings of the Illinois Central 
system and the appointment of a receiver 
for the Belleville line. It was contended that 
the lease was made on terms that would ren- 
der it impossible to pay dividends on com- 
mon stock. - | 

The district court refused to grant this 
prayer, but the decision of the Supreme court 
reversed that verdict. Justice Harlan an- 
nounced the result in an opinion in which he 
said that the case should be remanded for 
another trial. é 


Chanler Loses His Suit. 


The court denied the application of John 
Armstrong Chanler, formerly of New York, 
now of North Carolina, for a writ prohibiting 
the New York courts or their officers from 
molesting or arresting him while on a con- 
templated visit to New York. He desires to 
prosecute there a suit he has instituted to 
secure the restoration of his property now 
in the hands of Thomas T. Sherman, as 
guardian. The property is estimated to be 
worth about $1,000,000, It was turned over 
to Sherman tem years ago as the regult of 
proceedings to test Chanler’s sanity. 


Rules Against U. S. in Trust Case. 

The fertilizer trust cases, involving the 
right of the United States te remove from 
Virginia to Tennessee for trial the indicted 
officials of the fertilizer companies consti- 
tuting the so-called combine, were decided 
by the court adversely to the government. 
The opinion was delivered by Chief Justice 
Fuller,.who reversed the United States Cir- 
cuit court for eastern Tennessee in holding 
that the indictment was sufficient to secure 
the removal of the cases without regard to 
the evidence. 

That the states may pass laws prohibiting 
the use of the United States flag for advertis- 
ing purposes was decided by the court in the 
case of Nicholas V. Halter and Henry V. 
Hayward, coming to the court from the Su- 
preme court of Nebraska. The court held 
that the use of the flag ag an advértisement 
cheapens and degrades it.

BACK TO PRIVATE LIFE. 

John C. Spooner has for years been in- 
different to the earning power of his 
ability as a lawyer. He has preferred to 
use that great ability in a field where he 
achieved a Wider reputation and was of 
greater service’ to the country and his 
state, but where his income was only a 
fraction of what it would have been if 
he had kept out of public life and given 
himself up to the law. There has come 
to him, as there has come to men who 
have been conspicuous in public life before 
him, the time when duty to one’s family 
and the need of making provision for old 
age seem to require of him that he shall 
make a more profitable use, from the 
money getting point of view, of his legal 
attainments. e public will regret his 
departure from the senate, but will not 
condemn it, From a pecuniary point of 
view he has made sacrifices. 

Senator Spooner might have added 
largely to the $5,000 salary whiqh he.has 
been getting.” He could have taken big 
law cases and got large fees, but he pre- 
ferred not to. He was not in so much 
haste to make money as Senator Bailey. 
He could have gone through the country 
lecturing, as some other senators have 
done, but that method of increasing his 
income did not appeal to him. Perhaps 
he did not consider it altogether digni- 
fied in a senator. 

But while Senator Spooner has earned 
less in the senate than he could have 
earned at the bar, he has had something 
on which no money value can be placed. 
He bas had the sense of power. He has 
been influential in a body which he looks 
on as* “the greatest legislative body in 
the world.” He has been conspicuously 
idéntified with important legislation. In- 
stead of sitting in his private office giv- 
ing advice to clients, he has had “™ the 
delight of battle with his peers” while 
the whole country was looking on. It is 
the duty of the man who has a gift for 
legislative work to serve the public, and 
he does’ not deserve extravagant . praise 
for doing his duty, even though he be a 
poorer man thereby. But the perform- 
ance of a duty in this_instance at least 
has brought ample compensation. Sen- 
ator Spooner has no occasion to regret 
his years of service. It is quite possible 
that there will be times during the com- 
ing years of active and profitable pro- 
fessional labor when he will wish him- 
self back in the congenial atmosphere of 
the senate. There may be occasions when 
the republican party will wish he were 
there. 


THE FIFTY-NINTH CONGRESS. 

It ig easy to make up:a formidable list 
of subjects which demanded or were de- 
serving of favorable consideration by the 
Fifty-ninth congress and did not get it. 
When over against these are set the im- 
portant matters which it did act on, they 
so greatly outweigh the others that all 
sins of omission may well be overlooked. 
The congress. which ended its labors yes- 
terday has made a remarkable and hon- 
orable record. It made a serious at- 
tempt to carry out the will of the people 
where that will was clearly manifested. 
The efforts of the president in behalf of 
the railroad rate law and the meat in- 
spection law were effective because con- 
gress knew that the people stood behind 
him. Many measures which he favored, 
but which did not seem to interest the 
public, met with indifferent treatment. 

The significance of the great legislative 
achievements of the last. congress cannot 
‘be misunderstood. They are an assertion 
of national authority in new directions 
for the protection of the public. This 
is a necessary assertion, although it would 
not have seemed so to the statesmen of 
fifty years ago. The industry of the 
country has become s0 dependent upon 
the railroads that it is a matter of na- 
tional concern that they should be so ef- 

ectively regulated that the men who own 
and operate them shall not have it in 
their power to overtax and cripple in- 
dustry. 

Fraudulent ingenuity was carried to an 
extreme in the production of adulterated 
foodstuffs and drugs. State laws did 
little to hinder the flagrant rascglity of 
the men who were cheating and poison- 
ing the public. The people, tired of being 
swindled, turned to congress for relief, 
and congress gave it in the shape of the 
pure food and the meat inspection laws. 
This was legislation in the interest of 
the public morals as well as the public 
health. . 

The disclosures of fraudulent finan- 
ciering in connection with railroads and 
of* dishonest methods on the part of some 
manufacturers have disgusted the public 
and have led to a demand for more hon- 
esty in businegs life. If there are fraud- 
ulent practices not yet exposed the pub- 
lic wants them brought to light and legis- 
lation enacted which shall put ‘an end 
to them. If the states cannot do it, then 
the national government must. 

The Fifty-ninth congress has failed to 
economize -where it could easily have 
done so, It has refused to do justice to 
the Philippines as regards the sugar and 
tobacco tariff duties. There have been 
other shorteomings. But it has attended 
to the matters which the people were de- 
manding it should act on. 


WISE SUGGESTION FROM TEXAS. 

A little lesson in opera ethics has been 
administered to an opera company by the 
discriminating musical populace of Bl 
Paso. It appears that the manager had 
announced “The Barber of Seville” with 
Campanari in the cast as the attraction 
of the evening, and when the musical 
critics—that is to say, the public at large 
—<liscovered that Campanari was in New 
York instead of Texas, and that the opera 
was not given in its entirety, they rebelled 
forcibly and noisily, and it came aboiit 
that the management was intimidated and 
the money was refunded. 

The results of this demonstration may 
be far reaching. In the first place, it has 
heen made clear that such is the wonder- 
ful spread of musical intelligence in the 
United States that Rossini would feel 
quite as much at home in Texas as at the 
Metropolitan opera house in New York 
Vor. the Auditorin 
must bear this in mind the next time they 
invade what is contemptuously termed 
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advertise the sparing music of Rowta

are clearly and inexcitisably at fault. It 
is unmistakably a fraud to ddvertise the 
presence or coming of an artist when it Is 
known to the manager that the artist will 
not appear or is a thousand miles away 
from the scene of action. And it is a 
contemptuous disregard of promises to 
give mangled*parts of ‘a play or opera 
when the play bfil or previous advertise- 
ments give no intimation of such elimina- 
The grocer who gives short weight 
or the butcher’ who allows only thirteen 
ounces* to the pound is promptly dealt 
with by the law, and the same code of 
ethics might apply also to the amusement 
caterer, who is not expected to contribute 
only thirteen ounces of ap opera when he 
has bargained to supply a pound. It is not 
surprising, then, that a sensitive musical 
population should have regarded itself im- 
posed upon and should have given vent 
to its emotions In a manner designed to 
express ite dissatisfaction and wratb. 
Altogether the incident promises to be 
distinctly beneficial, and Chicago, New 
York, and other large cities which have 
suffered from managerial irresponsibility 
or the caprice of the artistic temperament 
must bow their grateful acknowledgment 
to Texas. The enforcement of the rule 
“Give us what you advertise and what 
we pay for” is fair to all parties and un- 
just to none. It is, perhaps, fortunate 
for the genera) public that this lesson was 
taught in a community where the rights 
of the audience are thoroughly appre- 


elated and made known. 


SUNDAY ACROSS THE LINE, 

A new, strict Sunday rest law has gone 
into effect throughout the dominion of 
Canada, except in one province, The ex- 
pression, “ gone into effect,” is not merely 
a way of speaking. The law actually was 
observed last Sunday, and no violations 
were reported, Practically all public 
forms of amusement are forbidden, to- 
gether with fishing, hunting, playing ball, 
selling foreign newspapers, working or 
hiring anothef to work, selling cigars on 
Sunday, or liquors from 7 p. m. on Satur- 
day to 6 a. m. on Monday. 

A peculiar feature of the law is that it 
is to apply only in those provinces which 
do not substitute a Sunday law of their 
own. But the law meets with such gen- 
eral approval that in one province only, 
Quebec, has the legislature substituted a 
milder law for the drastic law of the do- 
minion. Such a provision allowing any 


one province to nullify the action of the 


parliament of the dominion is in the spirit 
of John ©. Calhoun’s doctrine of the right 
of South Carolina to review the acts of 
the national government, but that doctrine 
never was enacted into the law of the 
country on this side the line, Quebec is 
so different in blood and tradition from 
the rest of Oanada that it might have 
been expected to reject such a Sunday 
law, but the homogeneity of the other 
provinces is admirably shown by their ac- 
ceptance of this law, or, rather, their de- 
mand for it. 

Canada, with the exception of Quebec, 
has been settled mainty from England, 
Scotland, and the north of Ireland. The 
old reverence for Sunday still has a strong 
hold on the people. It is the insular, not 
the continental, Sunday which is the 
model for tie legislators. In the United 
States the element of the population 
which has brought other ideas with it 
from the continent of Europe is so large 
that it has affected the treatment of Sun- 
day in the large cities. The Oanadian 
voters seem to want strict Sunday legisla- 
tion and now they have it. The province 
of Quebec will continue to hold its merry- 
making on Sunday, but elsewhere the day 
will be given up to churchgoing and pleas- 
vires of a quiet, domestic kind.

Both Hubert Beaumont and his elder 
brother, the new Lord@ Allendale, are sons 
of the late peer’s first wife, a sister of the 
present marquis of Clanricarde, whom the 
government is endeavoring to deprive, by 
legislative action, of the control of his vast 
estates in Ireland, 
oppression of his tenantry which has led 
thousands of them to migrate to America, 
and which has caused his name to be exe- 
crated from one end to the other of the Dm- 
erald isle. His sister, Lady Margaret—that 
ig to say, the first wife of the late Lord 
Atlendale, was a remarkably beautiful wom- 
an, and when old Shah Nasr-€d-Din of Per- 
sia visited England away back in the seven- 
ties he was so much smitten by her charms 
that he offered her husband and her family 
half a million dollars if he might take her 
away with him to Teheran.

Lord Ohichester, who was selected to move 
the address to the crown in the house of 
lords on the occasion of the opening of par- 
Hament the other day, and who in that way 
made his maiden speech as an hereditary 
legisiator, is a soldie by profession, differ- 
ing in this respect:from his father, who wags 
one of the parson’ peers of thé gilded cham- 
ber, and also differs from him in looks. For 
whereas the late earl was a handsome oN 
mean, the present Lord Chichester has a 
rather homely face, the rough hewn features 
of which recall his great ancester, Oliver 
Cromwell. 

Lord Chichester is the chief of the house 
of Pelham, and ih his family tree the second 
Lord Pelham appears as the husband of 
Oliver Cromwell’s great - granddaughter. 
Moreover, at Stanmer park, the ancestral 
home of the Pelhams, which Lord Chiches- 
ter has leased for a term to Col. and Mrs. 
Colin Campbell [the latter formerly Miss 
Nannie Leiter of Chicago and Washington], 
is preserved, giong with other treasures, 
Cromwell's pocket bible, on the flyleaf of 
which is inscribed, in the great lord pro- 
tector’s own writing, the following phrase: 
*“ Qui cessat esse melior cessat esse bonus.”’

Stanmer park is situated in Sussex, be- 
tween Lewes and Brighton. For the Pel- 
hams have from time imaeémorial been iden- 
tifled with Suesex, the name of the county 
town--that ds to say, Chichester—having 
been agsumed by them, with the consent of 
the crown, as the title of their earldom. The 
family was founded by Sir John de Pelham, 
a gallant Sussex knight of King Pdward LiL, 
who, according tothe claime of his descend- 
ants, distinguished himself at the battle of 
Poictiers by the capture of the hing of 
Franee, for which exploit he received from 
his own sovereign as a badge of honor the 
heraldic device of two round buckles with 
broken thongs, which still adorn the Pelham 
arms. The assertion, vouched, for by 
** Burke,” is, however, denied by Froigsart 
in his Chronicles, who ascribes the capture 
of the king to the Knight de Morbeke. A 
Pelham represented the county of Sussex in 
parliament in the reign of Henry IV., and 
Sir Thomas Pelham, after having ‘been 
knighted by Queen Elizabeth, was one of 
the first batch of baronets created on the in- 
stitution of the order by King Jamesl Tne 
Pelhame are, with the exception of the 
present earl, all extremely handsome, high- 
bred looking men and also very tall. 

Lord Chichester is married to the daughter 
of Sir Thomas Buxton,-a baronet, who, al- 
though he derives his wealth from beer, was 
one of the leaders of the total abstinence and 
ev al movement until he went out to 
the antipodes to serve a term as governor 
of the ‘most sport loving of all Australian 


colonies, He came back in a different frame 


of mind, According to his former associates, 
he had become unregenerate; whereas, ac- 
cording to others, his views had been broad- 
ened by life in the colonies, The fact of the 
matter was.that he developed while out 
there a prono ed liking for horse racing, 
while he no longer advocates total absti- 


| nence, but merely moderation in drinking, 


nd has become celebrated for the excel- 
ence of his cellar.

Exception has been taken by friends and 
relatives of the late Lor@ Goschen to my 
assertion that he belonged to the Semitic race, 
of which he possessed ali the facial charac- 
teristics in a peculiarly marked degree. Iam 
perfectly aware that Lord Goschen always 
denied that he was a Hebrew, and insisted 
that his first ancestor of whom there was 
any trustworthy record was a Lutheran pas- 
tor..

were issued to the world through Goschen, 
until he was finally weaned away\by the 
publisher Cotta of Tubingen. 

Goschen had even worse luck with Goethe, 
the first edition of whose collected works 
he published in 1787. In this instance, how- 
ever, there was no such friendship in the re- 
lations of the author and publisher as there 
had been in the case of Schiller; Goethe was 
an exceedingly clogefisted business man, and 
manifested such distrust of Goschen that he 
deckined to part with his manuscript except 
against hard cash paid on the nail. The 
connection between the two was brought to 
a close when Goschen, justly dubious as ‘to 
the scientific attainments of 60 great a poet, 
declined with thanks Goethe's “ Metamor- 
phoses of Plants.” Afterwardé Goschen pub- 
lished the works of Wieland. Ultimately 
the publishing house of Goschen was ab- 
sorbed by the the rival firm of Cotta of Tubingen.

President Comiskey, 
Noses, Finds Dundon Only Piayer 
Net Accounted For—Manager Jones 
on Hand Early, Happy and Confi- 
dent of More Triumphs for World’s 
Champions—Fifty-five Persons in 
Party to Invade Foreign Soil. 


Railroad trains from the north, east, and 
west landed White Stockinged ball players 
in Chicago all day yesterday.

BATTLE TO DRAW 


Middleweights at New Roch- 
ester Fight Six Rounds 
‘to Even Break. 


SHIFTY WORK BY HUGO. 


Chicago Man Proves Better at 
Several Points; No Police 
Interference. 


Rochester, N. Y., March 4.—[Special.]— 
Twelve hundred persons saw Tommy Ryan 
and Hugo Kelly fight six rounds to a draw to- 
night. The bout was pulled off in the big 
Bartholomay pavilion ‘at Charlotte, seven 
miles from Rochester, and drew in the neigh- 
borhood of $3,000. It would have been more, 
but the sports were afraid of interference on 
the part of the authorities. Their alarm was 
needless, however, the main bout and pre- 
liminaries being pulled off as scheduled. 

Friends and suporters of Ryan, the former 
Syracuse middleweight who feared he might 
have gone back, were agreeably disappointed. 
He was the same shifty, hard hitting Tommy. 
He.was cool throughout the six rounds, and 
displayed his old time generalship, but even 
his warmest admirers had to admit that in 
the Chicago Italian he met his equal, 


Ryan Has Better of Fifth Round. 

Except for one round, the fifth, Ryan clear- 
ly was at a disadvantage. In that round 
he got his powerful right over to Kelly's jaw 
and shook up the Italian. In the earlier 
rounds Kelly landed two blows to Ryan's 
cne. In the second the Chicagoan shook up 
Tommy with a straight left to the jaw. | 

Kelly proved to be even shiftier than his 
opponent and his defense almost was 
penetrable. He blocked blow after blow 
aimed for the face and seemed to have no 
trouble in penetrating Ryan's defense. It 
was the consensus of opinion that in a longer 
bout the Chicagoan would have defeated 
Ryan. 

The fight by rounds follows: 

FIRST ROUND—After a lively exchange Kelly 
caught Ryan a left jab on the jaw. This made 
Ryan cautious and they fiddled around the ring, 
Kelly blockfhg a right to the head. Ryan rushed 
and they went Into a clinch. Another left jab 
caught Ryan clean on the jaw. Kelly landed an- 
other tap to the jaw at the bell. 

SECOND ROUND —Both men sprang eagerly to 
the center of the ring, Ryan being the aggressor. 
They sparred for a few seconds and Kelly feinted 
and landed his laft on Ryan’s.jaw. It annoyed 
Tommy and he retaliated. with his right to the 
Italian’s face. The next instant Kelly landed a 
straight right to Ryan's jaw, staggering him. 
Then In a mixup Kelly landed a left again to Ryan's 
jaw and head without return, .Tommy seemed in 
a bad way at the bell. 


Kelly Shows Cleverness. 


THIRD ROUND—Kelly continued to block Tom- 
my’s right. Ryan fushed, but Kelly put a right 
and left to the jaw lke a flash and followed a mo- 
ment later with two more lefts to the same spot. 
The ItaHam blocked a vicious stomach punch and 
ducked a blow to the jaw. Ryan landed a hard 
right to Kelly's jaw at the cloge of the round. 

FOURTH ROUND —In the early part of this 
round Ryan landed on Kelly’sstomach. They then 
exchanged face and body blows. Towards the 
close Kelly put two stiff lefts to Ryan’e jaw. 

SIFTH ROUND —Both mem stalled at the open- 
ing. The crowd hissed, and this spurned the fight- 
ers. Ryam smashed Kelly on the jaw with his 
right and seemed to have him going, but Kelly got 
in two stiff lefte to Ryan's jaw before the bell 
ended the round. 

SIXTH ROUND —Both men tried hard to score a 
knockout, but were so anxious they did not do 
much damage. Both were winded at the finish. 


Kuockout in Fight in Chicage. 

Two fighters answering to the names of Ben 
Bchwad of New York’ and Ed Kenny of Detroit 
fought a finish fight in a barn in the vicinity of 
State and Sixty-third streets yesterday.

There was compara~- 
tively nothing in the news offerings to soothe 
the gloomy. spirits of the bulls, whose ranks 
apparently have been much thinnéd within 
the last few days. Prices were quickly de- 
pressed. under liquidation by disheartened 
holders and selling by the more confident big 
shorts. The -softer spots found scattered 
floor shorts in the pit with buying orders, 
and while there was a lll in the aggressive- 
ness of the prominent bears prices were 
pulle@ out of the rut and lifted to a slight 
advance over the previous final quotations.

The visi- 
ble supply statement was even more bearish 
than the trade in general had expected it 
would be, showing an increase of 1,871,000 bu, 
compared to a gain of 881,000 bu a year ago. 
Some of the support that followed the early 
break was born of reported increased activi- 
ty on the buying side in the cash wheat mar- 
kets, on indicated improvement in the flour 
inquiry, on @ more colorful export situation, 
and on reports of rust in India.

Corn Losses Are Slight. 
Throughout a good part of the session corn 


close the market gave way, finishing at losses 
of \%c for May, %o for July, and 1-16¢ for 
September. There was a spell of weakness 
early, largely in sympathy with the easiness 
in wheat and on selling by shorts. As soon 
as the short selling had spent itself prices 
rallied to more than e recovery of the loss.

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Nicolet, the grain statistician of Kansas 
City, ig understood to have come to the front 
again with an estimate of farm reserves of 
wheat. He estimates that there are approx-~- 
imately 190,000,000 bu back in farmers’ 
hands. The government a year ago showed 
farm reserves of 158,000,000 bu. Nicolet 
makes last year’s Kansas crop 95,000,000 bu, 
and claims there is 28 per cent of the crop 
back in first hands. He estimates that there 
are 1,000,000 bu in 150 country elevators and 
4,000,000 bu in Kanegas City elevators and 
mill stocks, The latter are the largest ever 
known there. Mr. Nicolet has made several 
close estimates on production and stocks 
previously, last year estimating farm re- 
serves of wheat at 156,000,000 bu, only 2,000,- 
000 bu lower than the government's figures.
